There is one significant circumstance con- 
nected with the mention of Mr. Buianre’s 
name as a candidate before the Cincinnati 
Convention which may now be noted with 
propriety.

Tue Carcaco Tamer has displeased some 
honest but unreflecting Republicans by 
speaking frankly as to the circumstances of 
the campaign.

In short, the Repub- 
lican candidate must carry all the Republic- 
an and also all the debatable States to make 
his election certain. For stating this notori- 
ous and self-evident fact, the machine poli- 
ticians have denounced Tux Tarsunz. We 
have also been censured because we have 
stated thet the grand issue of this Presiden- 
tial election, forced by the most extraor- 
dinary developments, will be the reform and 
purification of the Governmental service. 
The criminal supremacy in all divisions of 
government, down to County Commissioners 
and Boards of Trustees in rural villages, is 
painfully impressed upon the knowledge of the 
people. Corruption, bribery, blackmail, dia-

It must start from the 
Executive ante-chamber and penetrate every 
department, extending into all branches of 
the national service, There oan be no purifica- 
tion of looal governments, or of commercial 
and financial institutions, so long as the civil 
service of the National Government offers 
the highest honors and largest pecuniary ro- 
— 22 and more advanced 
studen „and robbery, and general 
official disho . Bo long as the National 
civil service is made the refuge for the incom- 
petency and dishonesty that can find no recog- 
nition in private or commercial life, it is use- 
leas to expect to reform or purify local gov- 
ernments, or to raise the standard in business 


Under these circumstances, the country 
this time will look to the candidates as og 
fording the best and most certain guarantee 
of a thorough change in the civil adminis- 
tration of the Government ; and which ever 
party will, in the person of its candidate, 
offer the best assurances on this subject will 
elect its President and obtain possession and 
control of all branches of the Government. 
This may be unpalatable to machine poli- 
ticians, but the fact remains the same, and 
should not be ignored.

A FEARFUL PUNISHMENT. 

The Turks have achieved a reputation, 
which has made them abhorred through 
Christendom, for sanguinary cruelty, brutal 
and bloody massacre, and odious persecution. 
Almost every one of their Sultans has char- 
acterized his reign with such sanguinary ex- 
cesses that at last the people have risen and 
rid themselves of the monsters by assassina- 
tion. The Turks themselves, as a people, 
have hardly been behind their rulers in this 
respect. Islamism has been characterized by 
gross intolerance, bigoted fanaticism, and 
pitiless butchery of men, women, and chil- 
dren of other faiths. In their treatment of 
the late Sultan Aspvut-Aziz, however, they 
seem to have reached the very climax of re- 
fined cruelty. AspuL-Aziz was no better 
and no worse than his illustrious predeces- 
sors of the House of Oran. Many of 
them, in fact, could count hundreds of 
Christian scalps to his one. He started 
out with glowing promises of re- 
forms, just as Murap Error has,— 
in reality the very samereforms. He made 
the heroic resolution for a Turk to have but 
one wife, and abolished his seraglio, and he 
most undoubtedly would have kept his prom- 
ise had it not been for the orthodox Mus- 
sulmans themselves, who saw in this abolition 
of the harem an attack upon their religion 
anda suppression of the breeding-pen for 
future Sultans of the legitimate stripe. The 
worst that can be said of him is that he 
was a profligate man; but, as profligacy is a 
characteristic of all Turks, it is difficult to 
see why he should have been punished in 
such a signal manner. As our readers will 
have noticed in the dispatches, he was at first 
subjected to all sorts of abuse and scurrility 
from his underlings, the Softas, who were 
only the priests of the temple in which he 
was the Chief. He was then ordered to step 
down and out, and was placed in a cave of 
gloom in some kiosk. Some accounts say 
that he was bowstrung and pitched into the 
Golden Horn, but the most reliable 
version of the unfortunate Anpui-Aziz's 
denouement is to the effect that; 
having stripped him of all his money, 
amounting to $100,000,000 of treasure, they 
sethim adrift with forty or fifty boat-loads 
of his women, If the reader will stop to 
think what aman oan do with forty or fifty 
boat-loads of women, without a cent of 
money in his pocket, he will faintly realize 
the exquisite refinement of this new sample 
of Turkish cruelty. 80 long as Anbot Anm 
had these six or eight hundred fair Circassian 
girlain his harem at Constantinople, with 
plenty of eunuchs to guard them and keep 
them from scratching each other's eyes out 
in their contests for his favor, with plenty of 
piastres to feed and clothe them, buy spring 
hate and pullbacks, adorn them with jewel- 
ry, and provide them with coffee and car- 
amels, the Mohammedan Chanticleer might 
while his time away happily in his hen-coop; 
but what is he going to do now without 
a red cent in his pocket? How is he 
going to feed and clothe them? What 
are all these poor women out of a place 
going to do ? If the new Sultan abolishes the 
seraglio, what are the unfortunate devils of 
eunuchs going to do fora living? It may be 
that Softas have bagged them all and given 
them to the fish in the Bosphorus ; but the 
women and their lord and master are afloat 
without money and without occupation. It 
has driven many a man to despair that he 
had not money enough to provide for the 
colossal wants of one average woman ; but 
here is an unfortunate ruler out of business 
with about 800 of them, above the average as 
to wants, and not money enough in his

The Nation has a timely article upon 
the recent depression in the money mar- 
ket of England, during which securities sunk 
to a very low rate and were sold at almost 
any price, in which it locates the origin of 
the trouble back to the outbreak of the 
Franco-German war of 1870, which caused 
enormous losses by the destruction of prop- 
erty and cessation of active industry in 
France and Germany, followed by the with- 
drawal of French capital from foreign in- 
vestments to meet the German indemnity, 
and the era of wild speculation which en- 
sued in Germany consequent upon the in- 
crease of the volume of currency by the 
receipt of the indemnity. This, however, 
as it seems to us, is a very general cause 
applying in avery general manner to the 
low state of the whole European financial 
market, and having no particular application 
to the recent collapse on the London Stock 
Exchange, in which the Turkish securities 
met with the most damaging blow, owing to 
the sudden crisis that was supposed to exist 
in Turkish affairs by the attitude of England 
toward the Berlin agreement,—a collapse, 
however, whiéh was almost immediately re- 
covered from when the news arrived of the 
dethronement of AppuL-Aziz. 

The most prominent cause of the depres- 
sion of English finances lies in a condition 
of things very similar to what the United 
States experienced prior to its recent panic. 
The English are loaded down with worthless 
securigies, just as we were. We had our 
pockets filled with worthless bonds and se- 
curities of every description, mainly railroad. 
The English have their pockets filled with 
the securities of semi-civilized nations, based 
upon nothing but empty promises to pay, 
and most of which are already in default of 
both principal and interest. The English 
have been universal lenders, ever ready to 
make a penny, and have invested their money 
in the hands of all nations, from Patagonia 
to Senegambia, who have asked for it. The 
Nation calls attention to the fact, and it is 
worth dwelling upon as a very forcible and 
consistent explanation of the low state of the 
English financial market. The recent Parlia- 
mentary inquiry showed that in 1874 these 
semi-civilized nations had exhausted their 
borrowing power and pretty nearly exhaust- 
ed England's lending power. The creditors 
discovered that there was due them about 
$1,200,000,000 from Governments mainly 
bankrupt, and a generous slice of this is due 
to England. Of these nations, Portugal, 
Tunis, San Domingo, Mexico, Honduras, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Venezuela, Ecuador, 
Peru, Bolivia, and Paraguay, were found to 
be in default. Since that time, Turkey has 
gone by the board, and now all signs show 
that the Egyptian credit is giving way also, 
notwithstanding the effort to patch it up. 
The Naton adds tothese causes the dis- 
order of the finances of India by the fall in 
silver, the unsettled condition of the trade of 
England with China, and the irredeemable 
paper currency used by four ef the great 
nations of the world. The ps’ ipal feature, 
however, of the depression in England is the 
fact that the large class of people in that 
country who make a living by lending have 
been lending without sufficient security. As 
the Nation says: 

The bankruptcy of ‘‘ sovereign States isa new 
experience to them, and so is the complicity of 
Ambassadors in frauds—such as has been brought 
home to Gen. ScHENCK, and to Senor GUTIERREZ, 
and will probably be brought home before long to 
Gen. Scuenck’s much-esteemed friend,” the 
Duke pz Satpanua. The investments of this clase 
in foreign securities have enormously increased 
during the last ten years, under the influence of 
improvement in means of communication and of 
increased knowledge of foreign countries, and of 
the increased use of banks of deposit. The great 
State loans, and Phe guaranteed bonds, and so 
forth, were never held as widely aud by so many 
small holders as they are now, and to frighten 
them seriously checks consumption and causes a 
withdrawal of active capital to a degree which 
financiers even twenty years ago could hardly have 
dreamed. 


PARISIAN STREET-DINNERS. 

A writerin the Pall Mali Gasette, who 
seems to be as well versed in Parisian 
gastronomy as was the lamented THackrray, 
states as one of the indirect results of Com- 
munism that the people of Paris, as a rule, 
have taken to dining in the streets. The 
immediate causes.of this change are numer- 
ous, but mostly spring from the servant- 
girl question.” Rents in Paris are so high 
that the people are cramped for rooms, and 
consequently their apartments are made in- 
tolerable by the succession of strange smells 
coming from the cookery. The best pro- 
visions are carried off by contractors early in 
the morning, so that only the refuse of the 
markets remains for private individuals. 
Nothing less than a whole salmon, a tur- 
bot, half a lamb, and a sheaf of aspara- 
gus, costing thirty fraics, can some- 
times be obtained at the district mar- 
kets or petty shops; and those pastoral 
ages when a careful housewife could succens- 
fully negotiate for half a cabbage to flavor 
her soup are gone by,” The cooks will not 
consent to enter a kitchen unless they have 
control of the expenditures, and then, like 
Penionat, they have a way of adding about 
25 per cent to the cost of the provisions, 
which goes into thelr own pocketa, of course, 
Moreover, the cook has a habit of leaving 
just before dinner; if she be a person of 
mature years, going to a wine shop to take a 
nip with the next-door cook; if she be a 
young and good-looking cook, entertaining a 
military friend when she should be attend. 
ing to her meals, or going out with him for 
a promenade when she should be putting the 
fowls upon the table. The concierges help 
to make it uncomfortable for the home diner 
by levying extortionate tolls upon fuel. and 
wines. The combination of these and other 
troubles has at last driven the Parisian out 
of his house and compelled him to take his 
meals in the street. How he dines is thus 
told by this writer : 

At the chief eating-houses, such as Biexox's 
and Derovr’s, the old bill of fare is invisible. 
The head-waiter, a fluent and amiable man, re- 
peats a list of the dishes which are ready at break- 
fast or dinner time; and the wise diner-out re- 
quests that he will select what he knows to be best, 
simply adding the condition that it shall be recom- 
mande, or especially commended to the attention 
of the chief cook, who shares the extra tip given 
to the waiter by experienced customers for this 
purpose. There is TIittle choice about 
tavern dinners ; certain things have 
been cooked and must be eaten: it 
is not prudent to interfere with the established or- 
der of them. The customer will have to take that 
which has been provided for him, under whatever 
name he may elect to have itserved. Also, there 
is not much use in thinking over small economies 
when the restaurant door has once closed behind 


you. While you are taking your seat at the only 
vacant table, towards 7 o'clock, the keen-eyed 
lady who presides at the counter will have men- 
tally valued you, and fixed the total of your dinner 
bill. If you observe that you paid but half or two- 
thirds of the price for the same meal a week ago, 
you will be told, in one of those neat, logical epi- 
grams which french people apply to every circum- 
stance in life, that the cost of living is increasing 
daily. There is nothing for it but to pay. 

The same writer also lets us into some of 
the secrets of Parisian drinking and eating. 
The fine-weather drink of the prudent 
Frenchman, in winter and spring, is Bor- 
deaux brought up to a soft temperature. On 
cold, raw days he takes Burgundy; in sum- 
mer, tisane de Champagne well iced, which 
our apoplectic friends will be glad to know 
is good for their complaint. In winter he 
eats the darker-colored meats, with game and 
truffles ; in summer, young vegetables, shell- 
fish, chickens fed upon boiled wheat, and 
ducklings; in extremely hot weather, noth- 
ing but lamb, and that cold. 

The woes of the average Parisian are 
hardly more direful than those of the average 
American. In our kitchens cooks have a 
way of entertaining friends that alarmingly 
increases the monthly bills, and are addicted 
to sending out parcels of provisions to their 
relatives in a manner which is not calculated 
to enliven the spirits of ahousekeeper. Like 
her Parisian sister, the American cook is apt to 
light out just about dinner-time for a brief 
season of personal enjoyment, and sometimes 
to give warning and light out altogether. 
Unlike her Parisian sister, the average Ameri- 
can cook can't cook at all, and will consume 
twice as much expense in displaying her in- 
competence as the Parisian cook does in 
showing her skill and taste. The slipshod 
character of the American cook, and the cor- 
respondingly careless character of the Ameri- 
can menu, has driven many people into the 
hotels and restaurants. If the number of 
people in Chicago were known who take their 
principal meal at noon in the down-town 
restaurants it would be surprising. It adds 
to the despair of the situation that this meal 
at the restaurant is apt to be good for noth- 
ing. The Saturday Tarsuns has for several 
weeks past shown how to do the cooking. 
But where are the cooks to come from? 
How long will it be before all Chicago is 
dining in the street like Paris ? 


THE MAYORAL CONTROVERSY. 

It is expected that the Circuit Judges will 
have agreed upon a judgment, and that it 
will be announced to-morrow or soon after, 
in the case of Horw and CoLvtx, as to which 
is lawfully Mayor of Chicago. In the argu- 
ment it was stated that the case was without 
precedent as to the facta, and that the vital 
question had never been adjudicated. Con- 
sidering the multiplicity of elections for all 
kinds of offices in all the States of the Union, 
covering a long period of years, it is some- 
what remarkable that no case of this kind 
has ever arisen. The facts are few and 
plain. 

In November, 1873, Mr. Corvin was elect- 
ed Mayor, to serve, under the charter, two 
years, or until December, 1875. At that 
time there was on the statute book a ‘‘ gen- 
eral act of incorporation,” which provided 
that, upon the petition of a certain number 
of voters, the Common Council should sub- 
mit to a vote of the people, at a special elec- 
tion, the question of incorporation under 
the general law.” This general law pro- 
vided for the change of elections from 
November to April, and the election of 
Mayor in 1873, 1875, 1877, and every two 
years. In order to prevent an election for 
Mayor at the time fixed by the new charter, 
—April, 1876,—the Council provided for a 
special election, after that date, on which 
day the general act of incorporation was 
adopted; the result was canvassed a few 
days later, and the new charter became at 
once the governing law of the city. 

The new charter provided that there should 
be a general election for city officers on the 
second Tuesday in April of each year, and, 
at the first election after the adoption of the 
charter, a new Common Council shall be 
elected, etc. 

The Constitution prohibits the enactment 
of any law by the Legislature which shall 
have the effect of extending the term vf any 
elective officer. 

The new charter provided that the per- 
sons in office at the time of its adoption 
should exercise the powers of similar officers, 
whose election was provided for in the char- 
ter. until such officers were elected. 

In December, 1875, the term for which 
Mr. Colvin was elected, under the old char- 
ter, expired. 

The new charter provided that when there 
was a vacancy in the office of Mayor, and the 
unexpired term was over a year from the 
happening of the vacancy, the Common 
Council should call a special election to fill 
the vacancy; if the vacancy was for less 
than a year, then the Council was to fill the 
same by electing one of theirown members 
Mayor. 

Approaching the time fixed for the gen- 
eral election” in April, 1876, the Council 


were petitioned to call a special election to } 


fill the vacancy in the office of Mayor. The 
majority of the Common Council refused to 
call the special election. 

Mr. Corvin claimed that, as he was Mayor 
when the new charter was adopted, he was 
continued in that office until the general 
election in 1877, when a Mayor was to be 
elected for a full term. The general public 
claimed that there was no power to extend 
the term of an elective officer, and no power 
in the Legislature to designate aman to hold 
an office, It was further claimed that a va- 
cancy existed in the office, beginning at the 
adoption of the new charter, or at the ex- 
piration of the term for which Convin had 
been elected, in either case the vacancy 
being for more than a year; that the people 
could not be depr.ved of the right to elect a 
Mayor by the faotious refusal of the Common 
Council to give notice of such an elec.

5. That, the vacancy existing, the Council 
may now call a special election to fill the 
same; or that a vacancy occured only at the 
date of the first regular election, which was 
in April, 1876, and, there being leas than one 
year of the term remaining, the Council may 
fill such vacancy by the choice of one of ita own 
members, Until the Court actually renders 
a decision, the reader may consider any one 
of these possible results asthe most likely 
to agree with that of the Court. 


RAILWAY PASSENGER RATES. 

There seems to be a good deal of astonish- 
ment at the great reduction of passenger 
rates from here East, growing out of the new 
disagreement among the Eastern trunk lines, 
and an apprehension in some quarters that 
the railroads will kill themselves off if this 
sort of thing keeps up. All this comes from 
a superficial consideration of the matter. It 
is hastily concluded that, because the rail- 
roads have been charging $22 and $24 to 
New York, it is ruinous for them to throw 
off nearly 50 per cent. There are several in- 
fluences, however, which are not considered 
at all in reaching this conclusion, The in- 
creased travel sure to be attracted by a nota- 
ble difference in rates, and which can be car- 
ried by the roads without any appreciable 
difference in their running expenses, almost 
entirely offsets the reduction asarule, This 
is the experience of the past, when special 
competition has led to a fall in passenger 
rates. A striking instance of it was afford- 
ed some years ago in Scotland, when a 
dispute between the Edinburg 4 Glas- 
gow and the Caledonian Railways brought 
about a reduction of rates to nearly 
one-eighth of the regular tariff. The re- 
spective fares for the three classes were 8 
shillings, 6. shillings, and 4 shillings for 
a distance of 46 miles, and they were re- 
duced respectively to 1 shilling, 9 pence, 
and 6 pence, The struggle lasted a year 
and a half, and the result was that the an- 
nual dividends were reduced only one-half 
per cent, thongh the fares were only one 


eighth of what they had been. A new travel- 
ing public had been created by the reduc- 


tion. Excursion-trains were run, crowded 
with people. The agricultural and laboring 


classes visited the cities, which they had 


never before been able todo. Men, women, 


and children spent money in traveling, which 


thus took the place of other cheap recreations 


and amusements in which they had been in 


the habit of indulging themselves. The re- 
ceipts of the roads rom travel remained as 
large as before, and in some instances in- 
creased, notwithstanding the tremendous re- 
duction of seven-eighths, while the expenses 
were comperatively but little more than be- 


fore. Now to make up this half per cent 
difference in dividends the railroad compa- 


nies had to compel the public to. pay eight 
times as much for travel. So it is fair to pre- 


sume that the reduction on our Eastern rail- 
roads by less than one-half will make scarcely 
an appreciable difference in the annual 
profits. 


A comparison of the difference in price 


which the railroads receive for passengers 
and freight, even at the reduced rates of the 
former, will show how ridiculously high pas- 
senger rates are as a rule, and how silly is 
any apprehension that the railroads cannot 
stand the reduction. We will say that the 
average number of passengers which a first- 
class railway-car can carry is fifty, and, al- 
lowing 200 pounds for each person, includ- ‘ 
ing baggage, the human freight isat the rate 
of 5 tons to the car. At the present rate of 
$15 per person from Chicago to New York, a 
single passenger-car may yield $750. But 
the average freight-car carries 10 tons at the 
rate of 20 cents per 100 pounds for grain, 
which yields only $40 per car for the trip. 
The 
freight, earns nearly twenty times as much 
as the average freight-car with twice as much 
freight. Of course the original invest- 
ment in the passenger-ear is larger and 
the expense of attendance, care, and repair is 
greater; but it is also a lighter car, makes 
double as many trips, and is hauled at less 
cost for fuel. There is certainly no reason

lihood of the roads going to pieces. If it be 


said that the passenger-cars do not run full, 


the answer to that is that they may always 


run full if the rates are low enough, and 


with a proper adjustment of the supply to 
the demand, 

So far from there being any reason to ap- 
prehend any serious results from the railroad 
war over passenger rates, the probability is 
that if the railroads reduce them low enough, 
and maintain the reduction long enough, they 
may tnerease thelr profits for the current 
year, The Americans are naturally a travel. 
ing people, and the Centennial Exhibition is 
a special inducement for them to indulge 
their fondness this year. On the other 
hand, they are largely restrained by the 
hard times and the necessity felt by every 
one of spending as little money as possible. 
Now, a reduction of railroad fares to the East 
to one cent per mile would tempt hundreds 
of thousands of people to go to Philadelphia 
who would otherwise remain away. Such a 
movement would do much to relieve the 
present financial strain and mercantile slug- 
gishness. There would be a considerable 
revival of trade and renewal of confidence as 
the result of the interchange of personal 
communications. Money would circulate 
that is now hoarded, and people would look 
into the future with less suspicion on account 
of the livelier aspect that would be given to 
the present condition of things.

„Rose Michel“ has been built on a classical 
model. The spirit and genius of Racine pervade 
% One motive controls the action; one place 
dows it scope; one brief period of time em- 
braces it. Astudy of the manner in which 
these three unities are preserved will give a 

idea of the spirit of the play. The mo- 
isa mother’s love, which, in the circum- 
stances of the play, becomes a fierce, unscrupu- 


jous passion. Opponents of woman suffrage 
uke a certain pleasure in saying that women 
dave no sense of justice; that their moral nature, 
indeed, has been dwarfed by the peculiar posi- 
tion of dependence which they occupy. Cases 
like those of Mrs. Belknap and Miss Sweet have 
been cited to show the obtuseness of women to 
ordinary principles of business honesty. Neither 
Mrs. Belknap nor Miss Sweet, it has been said, 
emed to be aware that there was 
my enormity in receiving, or giving, 
orpromising to give, bribes. We do not pro- 
to discuss in this place the soundness or 
— of these arguments; that does not 
come within the province of dramatic criticism. 
What we do desire to notice is the fact that this 
— renga heroine, Mose Michel, is represented 
as full of tenderness and affection, unsel- 
d of indomitable will, truthful and 
to do right; and yet she lacks the in- 
tellectual faculty which alone can inform her 
moral nature what is just and what is unjust. 
She does not even make the effort to decide be- 
tween the right and wrong of it. Being a crea- 
ture of sentiment, she proceeds on strictly sen- 
timental grounds. The child she loves would 
be distressed if her marriage should be broken 
and rather than have this happen Jose 
deliberately consigns a nobleman, her 
friend, an innocent man, to die an ignominious 
death on the scaffold. In the end, it is true, 
she abandons ber daughter, denounces her hus- 
band, and saves the condemned man; but it is 
passion and impulse, not prepared resolution, 
which urge ber to the avowal. 

The singleness of aim in Rose Michel will be 
apparent to any one who shall sce the play in an 
mtelligent way. Everything is made subordi- 
nate to the main purpose of exhibiting the 
power of a mother’s love. For this reason, it is 
evident, the murder does not take place upon 
the A life-and-leath struggle in the sec- 
ond act would not only be an anti-climax, but 
also a serious diversion from the line of action 
laid down by the author. Michel would, 
for the time, be forgotten; the interest would 
cluster about her guilty husband; and the play 
would degenerate into a.vulgar detective story. 
Afterwards, the broken thread might be caught 

but the play as a work of art would be de- 
ved. a 
Another piece of fine workmanship is found 
Inthe subsidiary motive, if we may dall it so, 
hed by the friends of the nobleman con- 
demned to death. They believe se can con- 
Met her husband, if she will; and they entreat 
her to pity the mother of the innocent noble- 
man, to remember what it is for a mother to 
suffer, to think of her own child, and be merci- 
ful. These allusions to her own child, instead 
of having the effect intended, make tose im- 
us to all prayers. Why should her dear 
— suffer, she argues, in order to save the 
child of another woman? No. May God visit 
His wrath upon her, but she will never be the 
instrument of handing her beloved child over to 
the tortures of disappointed love. The work- 
ing of Hose’s mind under these contrary forces 
is very subtle; and we think the dramatist’s de- 
lineation of it is truthful and spirited. 

Even Moulinet, if he were given a chance, 
would heighten the effect of tne principal ac- 
tion.

Then the Cen- 
tennial business seems a necessity, and even the 
poorer classes are promising their wives and 
children a glimpse of the big show at Philadel- 
phia. In fact, it seems hardly a week since 
spring came, and now it is gone from our gaze. 
The city is resplendent in its beauty, the stores—or 
shops, as our British cousins will insist upon 
calling them (one of them spoke of Stewart's dry 
goods palace recently asa fine ‘‘shop"’—ugh !)—are 
filled with pretty things, and never before so cheap. 
The attractions all around us for summer are prom- 
ising, but whichever way we turn, or whatso- 
ever one proposes to do, the inexorable question 

rises, ‘‘ How are we to pay forall this?’ This is 
plain enough: that most of our people have less 
money this year than for many seasons with which 
to indulge in amusements, and although something 
must be done to 2 from the heat of the sum- 
mer, it would be a relief if it were gone. 

A FEMALE LITERARY FRAUD. 

Maj. Bundy, of the Mail, has done a good 
thing in exposing a well-known female literary 
fraud who has for many years infested this city. 
She is a Southerner by birth, and one of those 
waifs thrown upon the North by the close of the 
War. She is respectably connected and a widow; 
has a daughter who sighs for a better life, but is 
held down by her mother. The two practice acon- 
stant confidence game.

The 
daughter been offered a home by relatives, but 
clings to her mother with a love worthy a better 
woman. Many — men in this city have 
been sold by this couple, and if Maj. Bundy should 
print their names it would be doing the public a 
service. 

ANOTHER CONFIDENCE WOMAN. 

There is another case well known to certain 
benevolent people connected with the Episco- 
pal Churches of this city, almost as flagrant as 
the one just described. This woman is a rela- 
tive of a prominent Episcopal clergyman now 
deceased. She has obtained at various times let- 
ters from former friengs and associates of the de- 
ceased, recommending her as a governess. Being 
well educated, a fine linguist, and understanding 
all the arts of polite society, she has alternated be- 
tween the two extremes of abject poverty and lux- 
nrous living with a rapidity positively astounding. 
For many years her game was keeping boarders, 
by taking a house in a fashionable lo- 
culity. running in debt for everything, 
— money from ber rders, and 
then suddenly T Thie was carried on 
for many years, with more or less success. The 
woman might have done well in this occupation, 
but she is actually so lazy that half her morning 
hours, while pretending to be the head of a house- 
hold, were spent in bed. Then she quit that calling 
and swindled several families by undertaking to 
educate young girls in her o%n home. She made 
the girls workin ber kitchen half the time and 
study the other half, while she rode ont in car- 
riages and lived like a Princess. Just now she has 
fastened herself like aleech upon a family whoseem 
to be infatuated with her smooth tongue, and support 
her for the sake of her suavity of manner om the 
advantages of polite conversation. If they knew 
one-tenth of her history in the last ten years they 
would speedily show her the front door. 

COM. VANDERBILT’S WILL. 

It is a shameful thing to be sure, but, then, 
you know we Americans are so peculiar. I mean 
it is a shameful thing that bets are being made 
in this city that Commodore Vanderbilt will die 
before the 4th of Julv. That brings up the sub- 
ject of his will, and it is said to be a daily topic 
of conversation on the Stock Exchange that the

The Council of the Order of the Grand orſdat of 
France, in ite seance of April 8, on the proposi- 
tion of Brother Canbert, recognized as regular 
Masonic powers the Grand Lodge of Colored Men 
of Missouri. Fraternal relations, supported b 
garante damitie, will henceforth be established be- 
tween these Masonic powers and the Grand Orient 
of France. We heartily applaud these resolutions. 
The readers of the Monde Maconnique have ion 
known our opinion on the situation of the colore 
Masons in the United States. We are happy to see 
Europe, and especially France, finally render jus- 
tice to their cause. Their 
larity ts incontestable. 
other branches of our 
ly, colored Masons held their first constitutions 
from the Grand Lodge of England. Like other 
Masonic associations, they have combatted for 
principles which are dear to us. Their bitterest 
enemies have not been limited to the adversaries of 
our grand Association, but have been Masons 
themselves, whom a deplorable prejudice domi- 
nates, and which the light of Masonry has not been 
able to dissipate. To this unjustifiable conduct of 
those who should have been their first and firmest 


supporters, the colored Masons have constantly re- 
sponded by testimonials of the most sincere feel- 
ings. While the white Masons of America relent- 
lessly shat their doors against them, far from ex- 
cluding those who shut them out, they sought 
them, appealed to them, and invited them ear- 
nestly to come and partake of their labora. The 
recognition by the Grand Orient of France 
of the Supreme Louisiana, the 
only Mason body the Unit- 
ed States, admitted — M in its 
lodges white and colored men; then the solemn 
declaration made in 1860 by the Masons of France 
that humanity and Masonry were outraged when 
motives of race or religion sufficed to interdict the 
admission of a profane into the grand Masonic 
family, were hailed by the Masons of color as a 
romise of reparation—as the announcement of 
tter days. Since then several of their Grand 
Lodges have solicited the recognition of the Grand 
Orient of France. Unfortunately, difficulties inde- 
pendent of the will of the French Masons have hin- 
dered, antil the present, the establishment of of- 
ficial relations with these powers. To-day this act 
of justice and of reason is an accomplished fact, of 
which all true Masons will rejoice with us. We 
deplore the term ** Masonry of Colored Men, 
which the exclusive spirit of the white Masons of 
America compels as to use when speaki of the 
Masonic * of which we are now treating. We 
hope these distinctions will speedily disappear, 
when we shall have men fraternally united in 
Masonry without distinction of origin or race.

Edward Everett Hale 
was there as Chairman, and amongst 
the speakers was your quondam townsman, 
Laird Collier, just returned from abroad.

He had listened to Mr. Joseph Story’s story 
of how much good the Society was doing, and 
how ful certain convicts were for the aid 
that been given them after their discharge 
until we began to think that about all the good 
in the community was in this worthy Society, 
and that convicts were really very interesting 
sort of fellows, and that we were all generally 
and individually rather a good set of kind- 
hearted creatures who only necded to be 
told what to do in the way of chari- 
ty and the rest of the virtues to 
immediately set about the performance. 
In this millennial state of things the Rev. Laird 
came. He said there was nothing he was more 
interested in than this convict question, and he 
thought that we were in anything but a millennial 
state in regard to it. He believed the prison 
one of the grandest opportunities the State had 
— its hands for reform. And he told the story

who visited the Munich prison and found it a 
perfect hell of horrors and abuses. Allowed by 
the authorities to try his own plan with it, 
which plan was to make the _ a home 
where beautiful influences should be employed, 
he made it so successful that the whole King- 
dom gained by it in better law and order. One 
of the details of his management was 
that every prisoner should reveive wages—that 
is, a protit—when his work had exceeded in com- 
putation the allowed margin of State remunera- 
tion for his expenses, and this ofit to be 
banked in the prison bank for such purposes, 
and duly credited in a bank-book. This system 
Mr. Coliier declared was a greater help to the 
morals of the convict and the — a | than 
anything else. By this, the convict had an in- 
centive to work, and could taste the fruits of 
honest labor. When discharged, he needed no 
aid by funds. He was prepared to meet the 
world, both by his experience in labor and the 
ready money which be had himself acquired. 
From this success in Germany, Mr. Collier ar- 
gued, we might all take a lesson in this country. 
THE SPEAKER OF THE MASSACHUSETTS HOUSE 

OF REPRESENTATIVES, 
who had preceded Mr. Collier in his remarks, 
had — approval of capital punishment. 
Mr. Collier at once disclaimed all sympathy with 
this law, and expressed his sentiments with 
great enthusiasm. At the present moment, 
perhaps, Boston was never so agitated in its 
mind generally and individually on this ques- 
tion. And never, perhaps, so unitedly in sym- 
pathy with the death penalty. The recent mon- 
strosities of crime in the case of the boy Pom- 
eroy and Piper are, of course, the movin 
causes. The vehement earnestness of Mr. Col- 
lier, then, and his sympathy with the crimi- 
nal, his remarks that every criminal 
was capable of being rescued from 
sin and restored to a moral sense through kind 
and salut influences, were received with 
audible laughs now and then from the disaf- 
fected, and a word flung out occasionally which 
boded opposition, and showed that these gen- 
tlemen considered the Reverend Laird as
